So far as mandates are concerned, 


tho United States has a means of 
communication with all the powers 
through the supreme council, which

Although the American am- 
bassador has made one or two errors 
of speech which he himself attributes 
to inexperience as a diplomat and al- 
though Secretary Hughes and Presi- 
dent Harding have both felt it nec- 
essary to define America's purposes 
in entering the war as unselfish in- 
stead lu snlr.fh, Ur> lact it, Air, Har- 
vey is still in good favor and is 
charged with the responsibility of ne- 
gotiating all the delicate 
question: 


which America may want discussed 
with the great powers. Those who 
hav« had a chance to read the Har- 
vey cablegrams from abroad say they 
arc characteristically direct and to 
the point and that he is following 
carefully the instructions of the 
partmeni of state.

The average salary 
of rural sc-hool 


teachers throughout the United States is 
less than $1.000 per year. 
We do not 


know what it is in Outagamae county. 
but we will venture an estimate that it 
does not greatly exceed this amount— 
we doubt if it is as much as $ 1200. "What- 
ever it is, it is not enough. The entire 
country has gone through a period of edu- 
cational readjustment in the last two 
years, necessitated by the single fact that 
teachers were notoriously underpaid and 
were leaving the profession in such num- 
bers as to threaten the serious impair- 
ment of our common schools. 


Practically every city and county has 


had to face the problem of saving its 
schools from retrogression by increasing 
salary allowances. These increases were 
not. made primarily because living costs 
tad increased. This may have be«n one 
of tie forces which operated to compel 
the payment of "better salaries, but it was 
not all". The public was brought to a re- 
alization of the fact that the teaching 
profession was underpaid, 
based upon 


pre-war prices. Teachers were turning by 
the wholesale to other vocations out of 
sheer inability to make both ends meet 
on tho remuneration they were receiving. 
There was neither benefit nor future in 
the work in which they were engaged. 


The result of this Condition was a gen- 


eral decline in teaching and school stand- 
ards. The best teachers left poorly paid 
positions for either better ones or for en- 
tirely new field of activity. Many schools 
wore left with a large percentage of in- 
competent or partially competent teach- 
ers. New teachers are not being prepared 
in sufficient numbers to meet the deficit. 
The situation is still anything but enc-our- 
agmg'to the cause of education. 


The neglect of education, through un- 


derpayment of teachers and other false 
economies, has extended over a Ions 
period. Its effects were visited most se- 
verely upon the rural schools, where the 
salaries were lowest and the last to re- 
spond to the preissure for advancement. 
Not only that, but the disparity between 
school facilities and 
advantages in the 


country and city constitute*, in itself a 
problem, demanding the serious and con- 
scientious attention of county and dis- 
trict authorities. Any increases in salary 
made during the last two years represent 
only a partial acknowledgment of the 
needs of the schools themselves and of the 
rights of teachers to something more than 
bare subsistence. Instead o. lowering 
salaries, we should continue to increase 
them. They say the salary they are now 
receiving is not enough to induce young 
men and young women to enter the pro- 
fession and devote their lives to it. They 
cannot live and lay by a competence for 
the future. 
The. time, and money they 


expend in preparation 
should earn far 


more than they receive. It neither digni- 
fies nor strength tns. but rather under- 
mines, the profession. 


The great need of the country today is 


better schools, and better paid teachers 
to produce them. We are spending far 
toe little on education. Americanization 
alone demands this policy. We had its 
proof during the war. Outagamie coun- 
ty cannot afford to lower the salaries of 
any teachers. It can least of all afford to 
cheapen the schools in the country. The 
reduction of twenty per cent in salaries 
is a grave mistake. It ought to be re- 
scinded. The county would gain a great 
deal more by increasing salaries, and this 
is what it should do.

Cream of tartar is a diuretic 
(increases urine excretion), sometimes used when 
the urine is thick and alkaline. As usually taken 
neither medicine is injurious—that is, if not con- 
tinued more than a few weeks'.
